Review Board

WASHINGTON 'in — An Army 
review hoard has upheld the court 
martial conviction of Lt. Col. Har­ 
ry Fleming on charges ot collabo­ 
rating with the enemy while a Ko­ 
rean War prisoner.

from service.
